S t Petersburg, April 26.—Admiralty 
circles are coming to accept the view 
that there will be no great or gen­ 
eral action between the fleets of Rus­ 
sia and Japan for some time, basing 
their belief in strategic and tactical 
reasons which Incline Admiral Togo 
to avoid a decisive action until he has 
made every effort to demoralize the 
Russian fleet by torpedo attacks and 
interference with transports by his 
cruiser division. 
The adm iralty scouts the reports 
that engagem ents have already oc­ 
curred. pointing out the great distance 
separating the places where the dis­ 
patches originated. 
A naval staff cap­ 
tain declared th at reports from Eng­ 
lish sources should not only be doubt­ 
ed, but even m istrusted. 
This probability of a sortie by the 
Vladivostok squadron In an attem pt 
to join Admiral Rojestvensky is dis­ 
cussed by a military weekly paper, 
which confirms the report that the 
three cruisers, Grombol, Rossia and 
Bogatyr, have been repaired and th a t 
Vladivostok harbor is free of ice, and 
com m ents 
on 
this 
accession 
of 
strength to Rojestvensky. 
The paper 
also intim ates that there is a possibil­ 
ity th a t Vice Admiral Nebogatoff may 
aw ait a second reinforcing squadron 
and expresses the opinion that Ro­ 
jestvensky will now proceed as rapid­ 
ly as possible to Vladivostok.

NEW LIGHT ON IT 


Revised 
Figures Are Given on the 


Battle of Mukden. 


Gtinshu Pass. 
April 26.—An oxao’ 
statem ent of the losses In all categor­ 
ies In the battle of Mukden from Feb. 
19 to March 14, complied by the gen­ 
eral staff, shows th at the casualties 
were greatly overstated in earlier re­ 
ports. 
Statem ents 
from 
Japanese 
sources indicating wholesale captures 
of prisoners, enormous booty and can­ 
non, are now denied. 
In reality it 
appears the Russian losses am ounted 
to two generals who were captured, 
1,985 staff and other officers and 87,- 
677 men, of whom the greatest part, 
about 55,900 were wounded. 
In evac­ 
uating Mukden and retreating to the 
northw ard the Russians lost thirty- 
two guns, of which three were m or­ 
tars, three old type field guns with 
piston action, and twenty-six quick­ 
er© guns. Of the siege artillery every 
gup and all the 
ammunition carts 
were sent north two days before the 
retrea t began. 
General Karkevitch, 
chief of staff, calculates that other 
losses aside from wounded wore as 
follows; 
15,000 killed, 7,900 to 8,000 
known to have been captured and IO,* 
OOO to 12,000 missing, of whom sever­ 
al thousand were drivers, sanitary and 
com m issariat 
corps 
employes 
and 
other noncom batants, 
A very large 
num ber were slightly wounded and re­ 
turned to the ranks, many even re­ 
sorting to deception in order to leave 
the hospitals. 
This would indicate that the extent 
of the Japanese victory and the dis­ 
order of the Russian 
retreat 
have 
been exaggerated and that the spirit 
of the Russian arm y is still strong 
and the troops not demoralized.

The Sultan Is Likely to Loce One of 


His Provinces. 


London. April 2G.—A dispatch from 
Oden says the situation in Turkish 
Arabia has become critical. 
It tran s­ 
pires that only a thousand 
of 
the 
Turkish troops sent to the relief of 
Riza Pasha reached Sanaa, and these 
fled thither after sustaining a defeat 
at the hands of the insurgents. 
Riza 
P ash a ’3 troops, 6,000 strong, encoun­ 
tered the Arabs in great force five 
miles south of Sanaa, and after a 
sharp encounter most of the troops, 
consisting of 
Syrian 
reserves, 
laid 
dowm their arm s or deserted, the rem­ 
nant of the T urks managing to reach 
Sanaa with only fifty camel loads of 
supplies. 
The Chief of Staff tzzat Pasha, was 
killed, and seven guns were abandon­ 
ed and taken possession of by the 
Arabs, who also captured two camel 
loads of provisions and large quanti­ 
ties of rifles and ammunition. 
The 
investm ent of Sanaa by the insurgents 
is being tightened. 
The Syrian rein­ 
forcements, 
which recently arrived 
in Arabia, are unsatisfactory and the 
Ottoman officials are anxiously aw ait­ 
ing the arrival of European battalions, 
upon whom the fate of the capital of 
Yemen province depends.
